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REMARKS 

The Examiner is thanked for the courtesy of the personal interview as 
reflected on his Interview Summary. The undersigned explained at that time 
why the Laurie patent is not even remotely related to the structure and/or 
operation and/or results of the present invention. The Examiner agreed that the 
Laurie handle assembly does not meet the terms of amended Claim 1 for at least 
the reason that its so-called release lever (namely, the member 5 of the Laurie 
assembly) is outside the outer door panel and is not located between the panels. 
Thus, aside from this important structural difference, the Laurie handle 
assembly is not designed for or capable of addressing bulge problems at 
increased accelerations. 

Accordingly, early and favorable action is earnestly solicited.
